H e is taken to have made fre­ 
quent trips to Gary, and, on one occa­ 
sion, was nearly captured. 
It is known that Italian foremen in 
the mill have been in collusion with 
the padrones. 
W hen men of this na­ 
tionality have applied to the foreman 
in Gary for w'ork they have been re­ 
ferred to Chicago. 
Upon their arrival 
there they have been informed they 
would receive employment upon the 
payment of an initiatory fee of $5 and 
that they would be expected to con­ 
tribute a like amount each pay day. 
For some time the men thus robbed 
have endeavared to get redress, but 
they have been afraid to refuse to pay 
the money by reason of the fact that 
those who have refused have, without 
exception, been discharged.

McAlester, Okla., Aug. 9.— A charge 
that Congressman C. E. Creager of 
the Third Oklahoma district had so­ 
licited "sum s" of money from J. Q. 
McMurray, holder of the Indian land 
contracts now subjected to a congres­ 
sional 
investigation, was 
made 
by 
Jak e L. H anion 
before 
the special 
committee appointed by the house of 
representatives. 
The charge 
devel­ 
oped in connection with the inquiry 
into Senator T. P. Gore s dec laration 
that he had been offered a $25,UUU or 
$50,000 bribe to help “ put through" 
congress the M cM urray deal, by which 
he asserted M cM urray and his asso­ 
ciates would be able to secure $3,000.- 
000, or IO per cent, as attorneys' fees 
in the sale of 450,000 acres of coal, 
asphalt and tim ber land now belong­ 
ing to the Indians in this state. 
Senator Gore said Ha mon had of- 
ercd the bribe in M cM urray's behalf 
and Congressman 
Creager also had 
testified that Hanson had "suggested'' 
that Creager might secure an "in ter­ 
est’’ in the contracts if he helped to 
remove all 
opposition to 
their ap­ 
proval 
by 
congress and 
President 
Taft. 
Appearing before the committee Ha- 
mon made the counter charge against 
Creager. 
He said the congressman 
had solicited money from M cM urray 
during the pendency in congress of a 
bill which had been drawn up by Mc­ 
Murray 
and 
which 
Creager 
intro­ 
duced. 
This bill provided for the sale 
of tho surface lands to private individ­ 
uals and for the sale of the mineral 
wealth to the government. 
Although 
the M cM urray contracts 
were not referred to in It. the bill, 
H anion said, was so termed that .Mc­ 
M urray might have been enabled to 
put in a i hum for the attorney's fees. 
The

“ I want Mr. Creager recalled to the 
stand to answer these charges,” said 
Hamon. 
" I want him to explain why, 
after he introduced that bill. he went 
to M cM urray and under the guise of 
loans demanded from M cM urray large 
sums of money. 
I think it w ill throw- 
considerable light on the Indian land 
situation at Washington if Creager is 
recalled and asked about his repeated 
demands of money from M cM urray.”

ernment in order to secure what mon­ 
ey had been promised. 
It was pointed out that 85 per cent 
of the Choctaws and Chickasaws had 
signed the IU per cent agreement. This 
represented a large portion of the 110,- 
000 Indians in this state, which con­ 
tains more than one-third of all the 
Indians in the United States. That M c­ 
M urray^ agents had gone among the 
Indians and asked them to sign the 
contracts and to send telegrams to 
President Taft urging him to approve 
the sale of the land on a IO per cent 
“ attorney’s fee” basis was the burden 
of most of the Indians’ testimony.

The “ joker” was discovered by So­ 
licitor General 
Bowers, but

the hill back to congress aud that a 
means of offsetting the “ joker” would 
be devised. 
This "joker," which is now a law. 
granted the right of appeal to the 
United States supreme court in a case 
involving over 20,U00 Indian contracts 
which had been decided in fa\or of 
the government by the court of ap­ 
peals of the Eighth circuit. 
A h the 
matter had been taken into the circuit 
court on a demurrer the defendants 
had no right of appeal to the supreme 
court. 
It is the belief of the government 
officials that the authority to appeal 
was sought and secured, not with any 
idea that the case might be won in 
the court of final resort, but simply to 
gain a delay of a year or eighteen 
months. 
This belief is based on the 
fact that the lands involved in this 
case are practically all coal and oil 
lands and every day that passes they 
are being stripped of these natural 
resources as fast as the coal can be 
mined and the oil pumped. 
A year 
and a half delay means millions of 
dollars to the claimants. 
The plan to offset this move by the 
possessors of the land is to apply to 
the United States court in Oklahoma 
for a receiver for the lands just as 
soon as the autumn term begins. 
In 
this way the court will exercise full 
control over all the operations and 
secure the benefits to the final suc­ 
cessful litigants. 


Startling Condition of Affairs. 


In Investigating 
the contracts 
by 
which It is contended the Indians have 
been defrauded of lands granted to 
them by the government it is said 
that the department of justice officers 
have unearthed a startling condition 
of affairs 
involving 
many persons, 
which will come out fully when the 
cases are heard. 
The government Is 
fighting the cases hard for the Indians 
aud once the lands are reclaimed It 
is proposed to further protect them 
if congress can be prevailed upon to 
do so. 
The defendants In some of the ac­ 
tions that are pending have offered 
unique legal propositions to be met by 
the government. 
In the first place, 
they claim that having granted the 
land to the Indians, the government 
has not the constitutional right to re­ 
strict this land. 
The court of appeals 
decided against this claim, however. 
It is now argued in another case 
that the Indians have been granted 
citizenship in the state and congress 
nas no right to act respecting them. 
The 
government 
is 
preparing 
a 
novel answer to this suit. 
It will be 
contended that, while the Indians may 
have been granted the right of citizen­ 
ship under the United States, they do 
not become citizens under the Four­ 
teenth amendment providing that per­ 
sons born in and under the jurisdiction 
of the United States or naturalized 
were citizens of the United States and 
of the state in which they resided. It 
w ill be claimed that the Indians were 
not born under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, but under their tribal 
Jurisdiction. 
The United States deals 
with the tribes, but never with the 
individuals. 
The outcome of this con­ 
tention will be watched with particu­ 
lar interest 
President Taft has told several of 
his callers recently that he was fully 
acquainted with Vice President Sher­ 
man’s attitude as to the Indian con­ 
tract cases involved in the pending 
Oklahoma investigation caused by the 
Gore charges, and that he knew the 
vice president was opposed to allow­ 
ing the big fees to attorneys in con­ 
nection with the alleged attempt at 
bribery.

Yet probably no hill in the world has 
had so strangely varied a history or 
played so important a part in the af­ 
fairs of men. 
The granite line across 
the footpath on its summit is the me- 
ridian from which tile longitude on 
every British map and chart Is calcu­ 
lated. 
All England sets its time by 
the mean solar clock, and in addition 
to tile daily and nightly observations 
of the heavens elaborate records are 
kept of diurnal changes in the temper­ 
ature und humidity, the direction and 
force of the wind, the amount of sun­ 
shine and rainfall, the earth's mag­ 
netism and a host of meteorological 
m atters forming a science of daily in­ 
creasing importance and interest. 
There is a large galvauo magnetic 
clock fixed on the outside wall of the 
observatory and divided into twenty- \ 
fmir hours. 
There are still many who 
believe this clock Is kept going by the 
sun. 
They do not know that the fixed 
stars are the real tlmekeejiers from 
which 
Britishers cheek 
their 
daily 
progress. 
The sidereal clock, kept vit!il;i *u n 
of the buildings of the observatory, is 
corrected by observation of the stars 
every clear night, and every morning 
before IO o’clock the mean solar clock 
is checked from it. 
The latter is 
housed below the time ball on the 
tower which dominates the hill and 
Is in magnetic connection 
with the 
clock in the boundary wall, which has 
furnished the correct time to countless

Scene of Great Events. 
Provincetown was the scene of the 
delivery of the Confederate envoys 
Mason and Slidell to a British ship of 
war and the town which furnished 
nearly 400 men—IO per cent of its pop­ 
ulation—as its quota for the defense of 
the Union.

Founded on motlier rock, the shaft 
has been built to endure through ages. 
It has a foundation of re-enforced con­ 
crete five and a half feet deep and ris­ 
ing four and a half feet above the 
earth surface of a pit excavated for its 
reception. 
That foundation is sixty 
feet square at Hie bottom, rising In 
pyramidal fashion to a width of twen­ 
ty-eight feet at tile top.

six hundred cubic yards of sand were 
excavated to provide anchor base for 
the great foundation, tile weight of 
which is 3,200,000 pounds.

judges complain that they ar** over­ 
worked. 
As a result Parliament is 
authorizing the appointment of two 
new judges to til** high court bench 
at a salary of $25,000 a year, with 
$17 ,500 a year as pension after retire­ 
ment. 
Th** high court is composed of two 
divisions. King’s bench and chancery. 
The judges of the King’s bench ar*' 
behind in their work and lawyers and 
clients are complaining of the delay in 
the adjudication of their eases. 
The 
chancery judges keep th**ir calendar 
clear aud there is no delay in their 
courts. 
Four of the six judges on tin* chan­ 
cery bench are under sixty, lout over 
fifty. 
Justice Joyce Is still active at 
seventy. 
Sixteen judges occupy Hie 
courts of King's bench, including Lord 
Chief Justice Alverstone. 
The ap­ 
pointment of the two new judges will 
give the King’s bench eighteen judges, 
and will, it is hoped, obviate further 
complaints of delay. 
Tin* judges on the King’s bench are 
on tin* average older than tile chan­ 
cery judges. 
Justice Lawrence at 
seventy is not contemplating retire­ 
ment. 
About 70,000 cases are filed annually 
in the King's bench. 
Not all of them 
of course, come up for hearing. 
Of 
these 7o,(KH) about 3,000 are set down 
for trial, and of these a lieut 2.noO actu 
ally are tried. 
Two-thirds of these 
cases are tried iii London, the other 
third on circuit. 
It is estimated that 
each judge tries annually 120 eases. 
Twenty years ago the average was 1.11 
cases. 
While tile judges complain of over­ 
work it is a filet thnt they* work only 
thirty-six weeks of the fifty-two. 
The 
judges sit only five hours a day for 
five days a week. 
Of course, their 
work is not wholly represented by 
those figures because all of them have 
more or less work to do in their cham­ 
bers or their homes. The Judges seem 
to he an unusually healthy lot of men; 
their absences due to illness average 
only four days a year.

Darton is a government geolo­ 
gist who does surprising stunts in the 
way of finding water. 
The geological 
survey lins carri***! on extensive inves­ 
tigations 
of 
underground 
waters, 
which make Mr. Darton’s prophecies 
possible. 
One of his most notable successes 
was a well ut Edgemont, S. 1). 
Mr. 
Dorton predicted that water should be 
exjiected in tin* Deadwood sandstone 
about 3,(KH) foi t indow the surface. 
Accordingly the boring was begun; 
but, meeting with many difficulties 
which caused great delay and expense, 
there was a disposition to abandon til** 
work. 
The engineers in charge, having con­ 
fidence in 
Mr. Darton’s prediction, 
urged a continuance of the boring, aud 
their faith was finally rewarded by 
striking a great flow of water ut a 
depth of 2,091 feet. 
Tho well yields 500,000 gallons a day 
of tepid water, satisfactory for loco­ 
motive ami other uses, and as there 
is not good water within sixty miles 
and much of the supply had to be 
hauled in tank cars the value of this 
flow Is inestimable. 
In 
the 
same general 
section 
of 
South Dakota as well as in other west­ 
ern states ninny other wells from 1,395 
to 2,131 feet deep have closely verified 
Mr Darton’s predictions and are fur­ 
nishing a supply of excellent water. 
It is ditlicult to estimate the money 
value of a successful artesian well in 
an arid region, but where it obviates 
the need of long haulage $50,000 to 
$ 100,000 is a moderate figure.
